Attacks By Arabs On Jewish Residents 


H.M.S. “ SUSSEX ” ‘ON. SCENE 


A Renter's cablegram from London states.that the events in 
Palestine are the burning topic, every one discussing the friction 


between the Jews and the Arabs. 


The newspapers in London are “splashing” the movementé of 
British forces. There are now three battalions of British infantry 
in Palestine as, in addition to the South Staffs. from Malta, the 
composite units from Egypt,. according to a report from Cairo, 
amount to two more battalions; there is also a squadron of armoured 


cars. 


It is noteworthy that the. first detachment of infantry arrived 


in Jerusalem by air from Egypt within seven hours of their being ; 


ordered to Palestine. 


The trouble is yenerally at- 
tributed to the curious situation 
of the so-called Wailing Wall, 
which is believed to have formed 
part of Herod’s Temple for cen- 
turies. Jt is regarded. by orthodox 


Jews as the holiest place of pray- 


“The object. of the regular pil- 
grimages ta the Wall, however, 
adjoins Haramal Sharif which is 
a sacred Moslem area. The au- 
thorities recently allowed the 
Moslems to use a gateway special- 
ly made in the Wall as a thorough- 
fare. a 

There has veen mutual resent- 
ment felt by Arabs and Jews 
against meeting on this ground, 
the Arabs feeling that the Jews 
desire to appropriate the ground, 

_ while the Jews feel 
worship is being interfered with.

OFFICIAL STATEMENT 


Issued by Colonial Office 
in London 


London, Yesterday. 

The Colonial Office issues the 
following statement:— 

Summarising the position in Pales- 
tine on the information available as 
it was on Sunday morning, the Act- 
ing High Commissioner states that 
the old city of Jerusalem was then 
“quiet, but there was some, desultory 
firing and incendiarism in the new 
quarters, The situation in the Jewish 
outlying quarters of Jerusalem was 
not yet under control and there was 
still some ‘looting with casualties, 

The Jewish Garden City of Tal- 
pioth, near the railway station, has 
been temporarily evacuated by the in- 
habitants. 

On Saturday there was an attack 
by the Arab mob on small Jewish 
quarters. Up to the present the 
known casualties include 45 lives, 
while 59 Jews were seriously wound- 
ed, The Moslem casualties were 
eight killed and 10 wounded. Four 
hundred and fifty Jews have been 
temporarily accommodated in ‘the 
Police barracks, and the town is now 
teported- to be quiet. 

Alarm in Jaffa 

In Jaffa the situation’ at eight 

e’elock on Sunday ‘morning caused 


some alarm in view of a possible de- | 


monstration and risks of a clash at 
Telaviv. The district authorities, 
however, succeeded in averting a de- 
monstration for the moment, and the 
Acting High Commissioner felt no 
* doubt that the arrival of the British 
warship “Sussex” at Jaffa early on 
Monday morning would cause s. ces- 
sation, The Nablus remained uneasy, 
but an outbreak had so far been 
averted.

The trouble at Telaviv began 
when some Moslems, who were 
following an Arab funeral, broke 
away from the procession. The 
Police fired and six Arabs were 
killed. 

The Jerusalem City Council at 
three o’clock in the afternoon 
issued a statement that the Arabs 
were attacking Mahneyehudah and 
Shaarayhesed. : 

A later message issued by the 
Council stated ‘that Arabs were 
every: moment making fresh at- 
tacks in new localities, Five Jews 
were killed at Telaviv. 

The statement accuses the Gov- 
ernment of putting obstacles. in 
the way of the Jews’ self-defence.

|“NOBODY’S -FAULT” SAYS. THE 
PUISNE. JUDGE 


SOLICITORS REASSURED 

“It is very confusiny,’”’ safd Mr. 
Ng Chak-wing, acting Chief Inter- 
preter, in the Supreme Court this 
morning, in referring to the present 
Chinese practice of setting down 
dates. 

Hitherto the year of the cycle, or 
the reign year of the Empcror was 
used-in the first instance. Now, of 
course, in substitution.of the latter 
is the year of the Republic, this 
being the 18th year. And then 
follows the Gregorian (or “Euro- 
pean”) month and day. 

Some continue to use the year of 
the cycle, after which follows the 
moon and day of the old. Chinese 
calendar. ~ 

But others use a combination of 
jou systems, by using the year of 
the Republic and then the.moon and 
the day of the old calendar, without 
signifying that the moon and day 
are Chinese and not “European” 
dates. : 

Transporters v. Shipowners

‘HARBOUR MASTER STRESSES 
. THE MAIN FACTOR: 


“THE SAVING OF TIME": 


The Colonial Secretary has for- 
‘warded to the “China Mail” and 
fo the General Chamber. of Com- 
mérce the accompanying copy of 
the. reply of the Harbour Master 
to the Chamber's letter to the 
Editors of the Houg Kong news- 
papers, regarding the. Harbour 
Master’s observations in Sessional 
Paper No. 2 of 1929, on the sub- 


ject of the reseue tug “Kau Sing.” 

I wish to point out in the first 
place that my remarks in, Ses. 
sional Paper No. 2 of 1929 were 
not intended as a complete gen- 
eral criticism of the “Kau Sing.” 
Such criticisms as were offered 
were intended merely to supple- 


Ment the answers to the questions 
asked. by Sir Henry Pollock in 
regard to the feasibility and cost 
of substituting motor engines for 
the present engines of the “Kau 
Sing.” ‘ 

What Was Actually Said 


‘2. In summarising what is de- 
scribed to ‘be my case the Cham- 
ber of Commerce states that I in-. 
tended to convey that “the boiler 
installation is unsuitable because 
too long a time is taken in get- 
ting up steam’; what I actually 
said was: “from cold boilers it 


-| takes 12 hours to raise steam, and 


even with fires banked in one boil- 
er it is not considered safe to 
send her outside harbour limits 
until such time as steam has been 
raised in the second boiler.” 1 
did not. intend to convey that for 
the purpose for which the “Kau 
Sing” was specially designed, that 
is, to render assistance te shipping 
during the typhoon weather, the 
boiler installation was considered 
unsuitable,’ since ample warning is 


{ Rormally received of the approach 


of. typhoons, and also, during the 
typhoon season, from June 16 till 
October'15 approximately the 
“Kau Sing” is always kept under 
a steam pressure of 10 pounds 
with banked fires. If on the other 
hand the “Kau Sing” is expected 
to be able to raise steam quickly. 
and go out to the assistance of 
shipping in distress outside the 
harbour when she is not under 
banked fires, ag in the ease of the 
“Hsin Wah,” then the present 
boiler installation must be con- 
sidered unsatisfactory. This 
would apply only during the period 
from October 15 till June 15 
when the “Kau Sing” is not under 
banked fires, Thus in the recent 
case of the grounding of. the s.3. 
“Lok Sun” the “Kau Sing’ was 
under banked fires, it being the 
typhoon season, and she was 
therefore able to get under way 
at short notice and to be the first 
to arrive to the assistance of the 
“Lok Sun,"* . 

What He Intended to Convey 

In short what I intended to con- 
vey was that for purely rescue 
work in. the harbour during ty- 
phoons, for which purpose the tug 
was primarily built; the boiler. in- 
stallation is satisfactory, ‘but if 
the “Kau Sing” is also to be. re- 
quired at any time ta undertake 
the work of an. emergency life- 
boat, her boiler installation ig not 
satisfactory. 
—8.— Again in its summary ‘of 


what is conceived to be my case.

that I take the position that as 
it would be uneconomical to eon- 
vert the “Kau Sing” from her pre- 
sent steam power to Diesel motor| 
power that I recommend’ selling 
her and building a'new tug with 
twin screws.

TELEPHONE GIRLS IN - 
 APANIC 
‘CHANGE “ON FIRE” 


SWITCHEOARD SHORT CIRCUIT 
CAUSES FUSING 


ALL QUIET IN ICE HOUSE-ST. 


About thirty telephone girls of 
several nationalities streamed out 
of Central Exchange, Ne. 2, Duddell- 
street, at about half past nine this 
morning. . Some of them. appeared 
to have been paniestricken because 
they thought a fire had broken out! 

The building is that on the east 
side of Duddell-street, behind the 
site now being prepared for the 
National City Bank of New York 
and adjacent to Messrs, Lammert 
Bros.’ .auction rooms, It is: com- 
paratively narrow but styetches 
across to Ice House-street, on which 
frontage there is a fire escape. 

' Owing, it is stated, to a short 
circuit, there was: a little fusing in 
the switchboard on the 2nd (top) 
floor. A few sparks were noticed 
and then the’ confusion ensued. 
The outbreak might or might not 
have had more serious consequences 
but the presence of mind of a” 
Chinese workman saved, the day, 
He took one of the fire extinguishers 
on the premises (which — are 
liberally “splashed” with anti-fire 
notices) and. soon had the puny 
flames subdued. 

Crowd of Sightseers 
--Engineers of the Hong Kong 
Telephone Co., Ltd., proceeded from 
the head office in Exchange-build- 
ing, but it was.all over when they 
got there. : 

An alarra was sent through to 
Central Fire Station and three ap- 
pliances were despatched-under the. 
leadership of Superintendent H. T. 
Brooks, M.T. Fire E., assisted by 
Assistant Engineer and Station 
Officer G. C. Moss. Inspector A. R: 
Clark, - Division Inspector, Central, 
also arrived early on the scene.

‘BILLS 

Something new in banking is offered 
by a new trust company which has 
been organised and will shortly open 
its doors in Scarsdale, a Westchester 
County suburb of New York.

I have a kink in the neck. That 
is the result of spending five hours 
at Hendon watching the Royal Air 
Force show what it really can do, 
It is not settled whether 150,000 
other folk were present or only 
100,000, but I fancy most of them 
are remarking that they also have 
kinks in the neck. 

The temptation is to be boyishly 
enthusiastic about the capering in 
the skies, the thrills, the antics, the 


glowing references to British 
pluck. But the final impression 
was one of solemn, even dignified, 
amazement. . 

Here we witnessed the top notch, 
as it were, of aerodynamical pro- 
gress. It°is only a few years since 
we marvelled that an aeroplane 
could sail a couple of., miles over 
Salisbury Plain. We wrote many 
exclamation marks when Bleriot 
flew from Calais to Dover. The 
Atlantic was again crossed, and a 
couple of paragraphs in a newspaper 
was all the excitement proveked. 

We are slipping into the mood of 
taking as a matter of course that 
there should be air mails between 
Croydon and Woolamahoon. A 
month or so. ago a lady drove her 
own’ machine al] round Africa. We 
have planes that can sprint along 
at 180 miles an hour at an altitude ! 
of 15,000 ft., and other planes that ; 
can get so high—34,000—they could 
look down on Everest. We listen, 
rather awed, at the part aeroplanes 
will play when the next test cemes j 
along. :

SWEDISH NOBILITY 


OLD TITLES THAT HAVE NOT 
_ BEEN RECOGNISED 
7 Stockholm, July 10. 

Although nobility has to a great 
extent ceased to play. any part in 
Swedish political life—the last per- 
son to be ennobled was Dr. Sven 
Hedin, in 1904—the lure of a coat- 
of-arms is stil strong. No fewer 
than thirty families aspire to get 
a seat in the House of Nobles, bas- 
ing their claims on ancient privi- 
leges conferred on their ancestors 
by Swedish kings centuries ago. 

Up to 1866 Sweden's political re- 
Presentation was based on four 
estates: Nobility, Clergy, Burghers, 
and Farmers, and at that time a 
noble title was an important asset 
in polities. 
tury, when two parties—the Hats 
and the Bonnets—were 
many families obtained titles who 
could not afford t6 pay the intro- 
duction fee at the House of Nobles, 
One reason why some of thesa 
families are seeking recognition, by 
the House of Nobles 
survives mostly asa registration 
office and a meeting place of the 
titled families) may be that this 
House has large funds of money, 
out of which allowances are ‘mada 
to. individuals in need. 

Since 1866, when ihe two-cham- 
ber system (Senate and House of 
Commons) was introduced _ inte 
Sweden, privilege of birth has 
ceased to have any political value.

SCOTTISH YARDS 


: COMPLETION OF NEW 
VESSELS 

Shipbuilding on the Clyde has 
naturally been without any outstand- 
ing fonture, as the yards on 
the upper reaches of the river 
have been ‘closed for the “Fair” 
holidays. At Greenock and Port- 
Glasgow, however,. the holidays are 
now over and there is onee more. the 
usual activity in the shipyards, says 
the Glasgow correspondence f the 


cf 
“Journal of Commerce” to hand. 

Tho amount of new tonnage an the 
river is still substantial in spite of the 
large output from the yards during 
the first six months of the pre- 
sent year. Indeed the latest returns 
show that at the end of June the 
work on hand is only a little less in 
amount than it was at the end of 
the first quarter of the year, the dif-" 
‘ference being about 8,000 tons, the 
amount represented by a good- sized 
cargo steamer. There are at present 
in Clyde yards and fitting out, 124 
vessels of a total .of 570,000 tons, 
compared with 84 vessels of 510,000 
tons at the corresponding period of 
Jast year. 

An encouraging feature of the. 
situation is that. a few fairly import- 
ant orders have been placed within 
¥ecent. weeks, notably a contract for 
an oil tanker with the Blythswood 
Company for Swedish owners. and 
another” contract for a Canadian 
Pacific coastal steamer «with Messrs. 
Denny. Tt is rumoured that there 
are some other orders pending, but 
these may not be finally placed until 
after work is resumed after the holi- 
days. 

Canadian Pacific Liners 

For several years past the Clyde 
has seldom been without a substan- 
tial amount of new tonnage building 
for the Canadian Pacific Rallway 
Company, and there are now’ vessels 
under construction: in three different 
Clyde yards for the Canadian Pacific 
Company, and also a liner under- 
going reconditioning. 

The largest of these is, of course, 
the 40, 000-ton liner “Empress of Bri- 
tain,” which Messrs. John Brown and 
Company are building. The hull of 
this vessel is auw. well advanced, and 
she will be ready for launching early 
next year. At Fairfield, another pas- 
senger liner; but wf less tonnage, is 
being built. She will be named the 
“Empress of Japan,” and is intend- 
ed for service on the Pacific. The 
Fairfield Company have. also on 
hand two smaller vessels for the 
coastal passenger trade on the Vic- 


The reconditioning job which the 
Fairfield Company have on hand is 
the fitting .of new machinery into 
the “Empress of Canada,” and at 
the same time the vessel’s passenger’ 
accommodation is heing renovated. 
Work on the “Empress of Canada” 
has been proceeding since the begin- 
ning of the year, and is now near- 
ing completion. 

The vessel, which Messrs. Denny 
are. to build for the Canadian Paci- 
fic Company, is to be a high-speed 
passenger steamer of about 330 feet 
length, specially designed and: 
strengthened Lo meet the severe 
weather conditions often experienced 
in the Bay of Fundy,’ where the 
steamer will ply between St. John 
and Dighy. About a couple of years 
ago, Messrs. Denny completed; for 
the Canadian Pacific Company, the 
large cargo liner “Beaverburn,” one 
of a group of vessels built for the 
company about the same time on the 
Clyde’ and Tyne. 

High-Class Cargo Steamers 

Among. the vessels which ran. speed 
tests just before the yards closed for 
the holidays was the high-class cargo 
carrier © “Masunda,” which Messrs, 
Alexander Steplien and Sons, have 
built for the well-known Glasgow firm 
of Messrs. Maclay and Melntyre. 
This is the latest of several steam. j 
ets which that firm have added to | 
their fleet recently. The vessel, 
which. was launched recently, is 
of about 5,000 tons gross, and is 
specially fitted for the firm’s general | 
eargo trade. 

There remains a considerable 
amount of new tonnage in progress 
in the Linthouse shipyard, and also 
several important overhaul contracts. 
The new work ineludes a twin-serew 
eross-channel steamer for the Great 
Western Railway Company’s service 
hetween Rosslare and Fishguard. This 
vessel, which will be propelled by 
single-reduction turbines, will have a 
high speed, and she will have aecom- 
modation for about 350 passengers 
altogether. 

Messrs. Stephen are also building a 
fruit-carrying steamer for Messrs. 
Elders and Fyffes, similar to the 
steamer “Nicoya,” which they built_re- 
cently for the same owners. The firm 
Have a tug under construction for the. 
Australasian United Steam Navigation. 
Company, and also a large yacht for # 
private owner, whose name has not 
been disclosed. It is stated that the

The Chairman, in moving the ad- 
option of the report and accounts, 
sai Before dealing with the 
ordinary business.I desire to express 
my regret and that of my colleagucs 
death. of .the 
original founder of the company. 
Don Nicolas Mihanovich was born in 
1846, and, after spending some ‘years 
ai sea, landed at Monte Video at the 
age of eighteen, obtaining empleyment 
in connection with boating work on the 
River Plate. There’ were no quays 
at Buenos Ayres ‘in those days, and the 
sceari-going vessels lay at anchor off 
the port, :passengers and cargo. ‘being 
conveyed to and from the shore’ in 
small eraft, 

Don Nicolas first hired and then 
beeame the owner of a number ;of 
these small craft, and thus, in 1876, 
formed the nucleus of the present 
business, using as his -office a small 
room on exactly the same site as that 
now occupied by our fine Buenos 
Ayres offices. The building of the 


port of Buenos Ayres to accommodate 
steamers alongside the quays large- 
ly superseded the original basis of 
the business, but, with characteristic 
enterp! and energy, Don Nicolas 
turned his attention to providing pas- 
senger and cargo services to connect 
Buenos Ayres with the various ports 
and places on the River Parana and 
River Paraguay. From these modest 
beginnings the business has developed 
into a vast network of coastwise and 
river services carrying passengers, 
of the great republics of -Argentina, 
cargo, and live stock between the ports 
Uruguay, Paraguay, and Brazil. 
Though this may be deseribed as a 
riyer business, it must_be borne in 
mind that the rivers of South America 
are, as regards size, unlike anything 
we are accustomed to in this country.- 
From the vast estuary of the River 
Plate rivers radiate and run inland for

-An ad- 
ditional powerful new tug “and six 
more lighters are also in hand, whilst 
orders for further tugs and lighters 
are in contemplation. From this 
outline -of our  shipbuildi 
gramme, to which unre 
tention’ is given, you will realise that 
we are- constantly modernising th: 
type, and increasing the efficiency of 
our fleet, which is well adapted to the 
special requirements of the important 
services which we are carrying on. 

During 1928 the number of pas- 
sengers carried by out vessels showed 
a steady advance, whilst the amount 

of cargo also increased, with the ex- 
ception of fruit shipment. 

~ Towage and Salvage 

During the year under review, our 
towage services showed further ex: 
pansion, necessitating the provision: of 
the new tugs T have referred to, which 
has been justified by a reasonable 
increase in revenue from this source. 

There was also a heavier demand 
upon the salvage services, for which 
our organisation is so well equipped, 
and our earnings under this head 
have increased, as a set-off against 
considerable extra expenditure in pro- 
viding special salvage pumps, &c., in 
the new tugs recently built. 

The cost of all classes of fuel 
showed a satisfactory reduction, com- 
pared with the - previous year; the 
lower price for coal accounting for 
the greater part of the saving. Look. 
ing to the increasing number of our 
vessels propelled .by internal com- 
bustion engines, we have arranged to 
cover our requirements of oil fuel for 
some time ahead. 

Low water, was again experienced 
in the rivers in the first two months 
of 1928, whieh affected cargo earn- 
ings during that period, as the lack 
of water necessitated reduced drafts, 
with consequent curtailment of cargo 
in each vessel. . In the early part of 
the present year serious flooding of 
the rivers took. place, which proved 
even more detrimental to our services 
than inadequacy of. water, as in many 
cases the low-lying districts were 
inundated, and communication with 
the higher land was interrupted for 
a considerable time. Although mat- 
ters had improved at the time of our 

test advices, complete recovery and, 
the’ re-building of embankments, &c, 
must. inevitably take some time. 

In our shipbuilding and shiprepair- 
ing establishments at Avellaneda 
and Carmelo, the year's work resulted 
in a very small profit, which is satis- 
factory when compared with the 
losses which have been incurred in 
this branch of our operations in. pre- 
vieus years. After the settlement 
of the strike in 1927, to which I re. 
ferred last year, which" arose cut of 
the installation of pneumatic rivetting, 
the yards were re-organised with 
beneficial results. 

‘Labour 

During the first half of 1928, the 
company’s services were considerably 
interfered with by the strikes at 
Rosario and Santa Fe, which caused 
serious delays in dealing with cargo 
and consequent considerable diversion 
of traffic to other - routes. Later in 
the year, ‘agitation commenced 
amongst the lower paid members of 
our crews, and, notwithstanding sub- 
stantial concessions made by the com- 
pany to bring the pay of the lower 
ranks. more into accord with that of 
the higher ratings, the men were. call: 


ed out on strike on October 6, just 


prior to the accession to office of the 
new president, Dr. Trigoyen.. 

The difieulty was gradually yack: by 
replacing. the strikers,. under protec-. 
tion affordéd by the authorities, and. 
evertnally, 6n Oc tober 28, at the re-

At their head were. the 
Attorney-General (Mr. W. C. Hug- 
gard K.C.), the Solieitor-General, 
(Mr. J. V. G. -Mills), the Official 
Assignee (Mr.:E. E, Colman), and 
Messrs. V. D. Knowles and R. Page. 

The Chief Justice and Mr. Justice 
Deane were in full robes. 

On behalf of the Bar, Mr. 
W. C. Huggard, K.C., who was as- 
sociated with His Lordship in 
Trinidad, was the first to ‘bid Mr. 
Deane farewell, Having only “been 
in the Colony a few weeks, Mr. 
Huyward said he felt rather diffi- 
dent in venturing to speak on be- 
half of the members of the: pra- 
fession here, but on this, parti- 
cular occasion he had an advan- 
tae over the majority of those 
present in that he had known Mr. 
Justice Deane for a longer period 
than they. For some years. they 
were associated in another part 
of the Empire and he had always 


- [looked back with pleasures on 


that association. 

_, Premotion Well Deserved 

When, a few years ago, Mr. 
Justice Deane was° promoted. and 
wus about to leave the Colony it 
was his privilege to extend to him 
felicitations and to bid him- “God 
apeed.””” And now, once mor, 
weil deserved promotion had come 
to His Lordship and he was sure 
the feelings of the merhbers of 
the Bar in the Colony were the 
same as those in that other Colony 
six years ago—feelings of sincere 
regret at the loss of a distinguish- 
ed judge, oné who never forgot 
that he had been a member of 
the Bar himself, and before whom 
it was-always a privilege and a 
pleasure to appear. 

While they regretted his depar- 
ture they realised that in the case 
ef Mr. Deane, promotion was in- 
evituble and they congratulated 
Niim on his appointment to one of 
the most important Chief Justice- 
ships in the Colonial service. He 
felt sure he was carrying out the 
wishes of every member there, 
and inseed throughout Malaya, 
when he offered to His Lordship 
and to Mrs. Deane every wish for 
their happiness and prosperity in 
the Gold Coast. colony.

OPERA HOUSE 


THE PASSING OF COVENT 

GARDEN 
POSSIBILITIES OF SITE 

Covent Garden Opera House is to 
go. The present leases of the 
Opera House, which have been held 
since £899, expire in February, 
1933 and, unless the proposals for 
the extension of the market are 
changed, the Opera House will be 


pulled down in little more than two H 


years’ time. 

So we break with a long tradi- 
tion and perhaps begin another, | 
writes: an architectural correspon- 
dent in a Home paper, and so we 
reach a point in our cultural his-| 
tory where we must properly decide } 
what opera means to us. 

It would be idle to repeat that’ 
in every large capital of Europe 
there ia an important opera house | 
occupying a position of civic 
grandeur, but in London, the, 
largest city in the world, there is 
none, for the English are different 
from other nations and opera has 
grown but tardily on this soil. But 
During the long two 
hundred years’ history of the 
Covent Garden opera—from 1732 
to the present day—the opera has 
been continuous except for the 
short breaks during the rebuilding 
of the theatre; .und, with this, 
there has been an increasing popu- 
lar demand. One house has suc- 
ceeded another upon the same his- 
toric site, and this, the third one, 
designed by Barry and opened in 
1858, has carried on and.amplified 
the tradition. ‘ 

This house, with its vertical tiers 
of little boxes, was built for the 
opera-going public of seventy years 
ago. Since then the world has 
changed, and, largely through the 
agencies of genera] education, and 
now through the good work of 
broadcasting, the. movement of 
public interest, although slow, has 
grown and extended itself to every 
walk of. life. 


What is the Demand? 


The demand has grown and 
grown, but there has been nothing 
to satisfy it. The prices of seats 
have been prohibitive for the great 
mass of people, and even for those 
who were able to spend the money 
seats have been unobtainable. 
Night after night the house has 
been packed and hundreds. still 
wait patiently to get in. Season 
after season every seat has been 
sold, yet each project: is aaid to 
have been unprofitable. Is there no 
solution to this. question of opera 
in our own country? : 

Supposing that there were suffi- 


-cient stipport for the view that the 


liberal performance of opera was 
as essential in civilising the com- 
munity as Stite-aided . schools, 
churches, and. art galleries—and it 
is difficult to see why it should not 
be so—then the State would make 


ward-with greater courage. Then,

appropriate site for it. ‘There must;

We may assume, therefore, that 
in a new opera house the 
auditorium should be larger—as 
large as it is possible to make it 
acoustically. An auditorium of 
5,000 people—not a very large one 


_nowadays—stands a better chance 


of paying for a performance than 
one of 2,000. This would mean a 
change in our attitude towards 
opera and our time-honoured ideas 
of designing pretty opera houses. 
Boxes should be reduced to a 
minimum, and instead we should 
have great sloping tiers of seats. 


i This has been done in Berlin with 


great success acoustically. It wil! 
not give that’exelusive atmosphere, 
but nowadays the love of opera is 
not exclusive. 

Such a large auditorium would 
demand a large site, and a site giv- 
ing good access facilities for the 
‘great number of people and cars. 
It should be an island. site at least 
200 ft. by 150 ft., and so placed as 
to be easily accessible in the West 
End of London, yet set back from 
a main road so as to allow room 
for the movement of arriving and 
departing cars without disturbing 
the main road traffic. There should 
be a large space near-by for the 
parking of cars. 

Amongst’ the available sites in 
London at the moment, there is 
none that would serve perfectly, 
and only one or two that would 
serve at all. The best one is pro- 
bably the Dorchester House site in 
Park Lane, but, we understand, the 
arrangements for the sale of the 
house to the National Sporting Club 
are almost complete. Here, there 
would be an opportunity to erect a 
building with some civic pride and 
one that could be seen in a pleasant 
setting. 

Another possibility might be the 
site of St. George’s Hospital with 
the properties adjoining if there 
were sufficient money forthcoming 
to build the governors another hos- 
pital in a quieter position, and per- 
suade them to move into it. 

The Lansdowne House Site 

The available site at the end of 
Lower Belgrave Street, near Vic- 
toria Station, has also been men- 
tioned, but this is rather smal] and 
of a dificult shape. -There is a part 
of Aldwych still unbuilt on, bat 
here again there are difficulties; 
also it has been suggested that the 
only place where one could get the 
right amount of space would be on 
the.Government properties in the 
neighbourhood of Exhibition Read;, 
but would the call of opeta be BO 
strong as to take people out so far 
as that? Besides, one. hopes that 
our next opera house will have the 
character of a national monument 
in the centre of London, to be seen 
by all. 

Perhaps the best of the available 
sites is the Lansdowne House site. 
As foreshadowed: it is almost.cer- 
tain that'a new street will be cut 
through ‘along one side of it—as.a 
prolongation of Stratton ‘Street— 
and: there will be a.new. street at 
the back, making.an‘ island site of 
about 200 ‘feet by:150° feet.“ It is 
in ‘the centre of the, West End,’ it 
has, streets on he sidés—two of |.

WHAT IS BEING DONE ON A 
RUBBER PEANTATION

London—tThe tyre manufactur- 
ing centre of the world—Akron, 
Ohio—is now in direct radio com- 
munication with a modern town 
built by the Firestone rubber in- 
terests in the heart of the Liberian 
jungle. Officials of the Firestone 
company at the-Du River develop- 
ment project may send a message 
to the Akron heardquarters and re-. 
ceive an answer within ten minutes. 

“It is a matter of minutes instead 
of months now,” Harvey S Fire- 
stone, Junior, who arrived in Lon- 
don recently after an eight weeks 
visit te the Liberian development, 
told the United Press in an exclu- 
sive interview. Mrs. Firestone ac- 
companied her hushand on the trip. 
They were met m London by S.G. 
Carkbuff, Secretary of the Fire- 
stone company. F 

“The radio installation is very 
valuable in questions of adminis- 
tration,” Myr. Firestone said. “It 
also gives our American colony, 
which numbers about 125, all the 
news of the day. We feel very 
much at home, although Libéria is 
some 5,000 miles from the United 
States. * 


New Plant in England 


The Firestone company :is now 
building a modern. tyre plant © at 
Brentford, on the outskirts of Lon- 
don, Mr. Firestone revealed. . 


“Our new ‘plant at: Los Angeles,” 
he said, “is our conception of an

“BEAM? TELEPHONY 


HONG KONG ‘MAY SOON TALK 
. | TO LONDON 


London, Gy 
night. July 18).a journalist seated 
in a. Paris office picked up an ordin- 
ary telephoné-instrument and held 
held a conversation with a group of 
engineers on board the Cunard 
liner “Berenyaria,” then 2,000 miles 
from Cherbourg homeward bound 
from New York. This was a test 
of a system by. which passengers 
on trans-Atlantic liners will soon 
be able to converse by: telephone 
from their cabiris to subscribers on 
shore, either in America or in 
Europe, 

It is a further indication of the 
remarkable progress that is being 
made these days. inthe develop- 
ment of wireless telephony on a 
commercial basis. So swift has 
been the progress of the. Beam 
system, used in these cases, that 
there is every hope that the day is 
not far distant when the: Straits 


i Settlements and the F.M.S. will be 


‘linked telephonically with the 
Mother Country. There is no 
reason why this development 
should not take place within the 
next four or five years, at the 
latest. 

Not many. days ago engineers at 
the great Beam wireless station at 
Bridgwater, Somerset, held a ten 
minutes’ conversation with Austra- 
lic by Beam. Australia is a greater 
distance from ~England. than 
Malaya,. but the commercial de- 
velopment of a service between 


Australia and England will precede 


a service to Singapore. 


It is worth recalling that, in 


“1920, Captain Round, ‘of Chelms- 


ford, spoke to the British delegates 
on the way to the Imperial Press 
Conference in Canada when they 
were on board the Victorian, about 
1,000 miles out at sea. Five years 
later passengers on the Southern 
Railway steamer, “Lorina,” convers- 
ed from the English Channel to en- 
gineers in Marconi House, London. 
This was the first occasion on 
which an ordinary land telephone, 
relayed by wireless, was used for 
this purpose.’' More recently the 
Westminster Abbey Thanksgiving

It is far wiser that instead of 
reviling it ‘we~ should turn our 
thoughts to the 
utilising this new invention. 

Coming to Terms 

Twenty years ago actors were be- 
wailing the fact that the cinema 
was killing the stage. Time has 
shown that.they were false pro- 
phets. | There are more theatres 
than ever to-day—New York has 
three times the numbey it had 
twenty years ago—and the chief 
influence of the cinema has been in 
teaching theatre managers ‘to give 
their audiences great comfort. 

Twenty years has taught all those 
concerned that the art of the stage 
and the art of the screen are quite 
separate and need - not necessarily 
compete with each other. 

In exactly -the same way the pro- 
duction of gramophones and re- 
cords at a low ‘price was bewailed 
by. musica) artistes- but actually 
there are to-day far more people 
interested in music than there were 
twenty years ago... 

The large audiences which opera 
now commands has been created 
largely by gramophones which er- 
able them to. hear’ fine artistes in 
their own’ homes and realise that. 
good music js not necessarily either 
unintelligible or. “highbrow.” 

Telling Personalities 

‘When radio is more firmly estab- 
lished people’ will realise that no 
mechanical device, however scien- 
tifically perfect, can equal the ap- 
peal of flesh and blood.- No one 
ever contests that a photograph is 
as good as a painting by a master, 
and however much we may enjoy 
the gramophone records of a great 
singer those who have heard him 
in person will never find the 
mechanical music anything but a 
rather wistful memory. 

The fact that broadcasting can- 
not catéh the real personality of 
an artiste is proved by the state- 
ment that few programmes are 
more than half an hour in length. 

In a concert-hall an audience will 
listen to a great singer for two 
hours without showing signs of 
boredom. But try a two-hour song 
recital on the wireless and I think 
the” broadcasting company’s mail 
bag. would ‘contain a heavy -batch 
of complaints next day! 

The interest, of a_ wireless 
audience is intermittent and I 
imagine that in many homes clas- 
sical music is actompanied by the 
rattle of plates or desultory conver- 
sation. . 

. But what wireless can do is- to 
stimulate in men and women the 
desire to hear great artistes. The 
family that has switched on the 
loud-speaker ‘during dinner and is 
disappointed’ because. it is a 
classical, recital suddenly hears a 
song of great beauty and immedi- 
ately become ieee: in the 
music. 

An Ordeal 

They realise that a song isnot 
necessarily unintelligible because 
it is called “lieder” ‘or. “aria,” and 
within a. week they try-visiting a 
: Far. from keeping 
people away- from eoncert-halis and 
opera-houses, \ think’ that. - used 
judiciously -wireless can stimulate 
an interest in music far better than 
any advertising campaign. 

Tf for no other reason'than that 
it helps.invalids of all classes to

ICHINA’S AGREEMENT 
WITH RUSSIA 


DR. WANG'S VIEWS 


UNDERGROUND _ SUBVERSIVE, 
RED PROPAGANDA 


STATUS QUO NOW IMPOSSIBLE 
Shanghai, Yesterday. 

The Foreign Minister, Dr. C. T. 
i Wang, interviewed by Reuter, de- 
elared that the Chinese Government 
was determined to adhere to the 
terms of the Sino-Russian Agree- 
ment of 1924 (under which it is 
stipulated that the. Chinese East- 
ern Railway shall be managed by 
China.and Russia jointly). 

However, he added :— 

“With the ample proofs of under- 
ground subversive Communist propa- 
ganda carried on in the past, and 
planned for the futuce, China cannot 
prasibly. agree to return to: the status 
quo as a& preliminary to the opening 
of negotiations, knowing that the re- 
turn: of ‘the Soviet consular officials 
and their proteges would unfailingly 
result in more intensive Communist 
propaganda, unless ample guarantees 
are forthcoming that such a sUbVer: 
sion will terminate.” 

Frontier Clashes 

Questioned regarding . reports of 
frequent clashes on the frontier, 
the Minister said that he could 
assert unhesitatingly that no Chin- 
ese troops have stepped upon 
Soviet soil. They are all weil-back 
from the frontier, in pursuance of 
the Government's rigid policy that 


-|the Chinese forces must abstain 


from: acts of aggression. This 
policy, he added, has been so for- 
cibly impressed on:the Chinese 
troops that in the recent incident, 
although the Soviet troops ad- 
vanced into Chinese territory to 
within 25 feet of a detachment of 
Chinese troops, the latter held 


\their fire till the Russians opened 


upon them. 
Imaginary Atrocities 

Dr. Wang remarked in this con- 
nection : 

“Russian propaganda concerning 
the situation on the frontier is bas- 
ed on the usual plea of Russia’s. per- 
feet innocence of all wrong-doing, 
and the customary stories of imagin- 
ary atrocities. on the part of cnemy 
troops, though- it is incontestably” 
proved that the Soviet has been con- 
ducting systematically and regularly 
raiding parties into. Chinese territory, 
and taking daily toll of Chinese lives 
—including civilians—and wantonly 
destroying property.” 

Dr. Wang deplered the fact that 
the Soviet propaganda was pur- 
posely misleading the Russian 
people to believe that Russia was 
the aggrieved party. He was happy 
to note, however, that it was not 
blinding the world to the actual 
facts, and the true situation. 

He further asserted that rela- 
tions between the Nanking and 
Mukden authorities remained har- 
monious.—Reuter. 


FOOD PROBLEM 
May Affect ‘Situation for 
Russia
